This  inventory  of  Lako  County  records  constitutes  a  part  of  a 
goneral  guide  to  the  county  archives  of  Indiana,  prepared  by  the 
Historical  Rocords  Survey  of  this  stqte,  a  project  under  the  7/brks 
Progress  Administration*    It  is  published  for  the  primary  purpose  of 
furnishing  officials,  students  of  history,  lav/yors,  genealogists,  and 
all  citizens  of  the  county  with  a  convenient  tool  in  consulting  the 
county  records* 

It  is  our  intention  to  present  a  complete  and  concise  picture 
of  tho  records  in  bibliographical  form.    The  inventory  proper  is 
preceded  by  a  number  of  introductory  sections  to  enlighten  the  roader 
concerning  facts  forming  tho  background  and  basis  for  the  reaords. 
The  entries  for  the  record  series  are  carried  in  consecutive  numbering 
for  the  county.    The  bureaus  are  arranged  in  functional  ordof :  Governing 
boards^  judioial  offioes;  major  administrative  offices;  financial, 
educational,  health,  engineering,  and  miscellaneous  groups,  T.Tierever 
applicable,  naturql  groupings  under  subject  headings  are  maae  vdthin 
the  bureau,  and  tho  enbrioa  arranged  aiuo  neoording  to  fcaoir  fWot.lonal 
sequence.    A  cross-ref eronco  index  follovdng  the  inventory  villi  help 
tho  reader  locate  rocords  -with  the  least  effort. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  information  contained  in  these  inventories 
vn.ll  encourage  county  officials  as  vrall  as  the  general  public  to  take 
greater  interest  in  continued  improvement  of  methods  for  preservation 
of  public  records.     It  is  also  hoped  that  the  information  herein 
presented  concerning  tho  records,  their  present  housing,  care,  and 
accommodations  for  users,  will  prove  of  value  to  citizens  and  publio 
officials.

A  guide  to  county  and  township  records  in  Indiana  has  long  been 
needed  by  both  local  officials  and  the  general  public.

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1857-1936 

Lake  County,  situated  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  state,  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Lake  Michigan,  on  the  oast  by  Porter  County, 
on  the  south  by  Jasper  and  Newton  Counties,  and  on  the  west  by  the 
State  of  Illinois.    It  has  an  area  of  492  square  miles. 

The  topography  of  Lako  County  presents  varied  features.    In  the 
northern  portions  low,  sandy,  unproductive  plains  predominate,  while 
a  little  farther  south  are  stretches  of  rich  agricultural  lands. 
Tablelands,  rolling  or  level,  south  of  the  Little  Calumet  River  make 
up  the  central  portions  of  the  county.    Farther  south,  a  divide  or 
ridge  forms  a  barrier  between  the  waterways  of  the  Great  Lakes  and 
the  Mississippi  River;  the  tributaries  of  the  Calumet  flow  northward 
and  those  of  the  Kankakee  southward.    Low  marshes  and  drained  bottom 
lands  form  a  belt  along  the  Kankakee  River  in  tho  southern  part  of 
the  county.    Eagle  Creek,  Cedar  Creek,  and  "tVest  Creek  are  tributary 
to  the  Kankakee  in  this  region;  in  the  north  the  county  is  drained 
by  the  Grand  and  Little  Calumet  Rivers. 

The  relationship  of  Indiana  to  the  history  of  the  United  States 
begins  with  the  landing  and  settlement  of  the  English  at  Jamestown  in 
1607.    The  French  founded  Quebec  a  year  later  and  began  the  exploration 
of  the  wilderness  to  the  west.    The  French  explorer,  La  Salle,  des- 
cended the  Mississippi  River  to  its  mouth  and  on  April  9,  1682, 
claimed  the  entire  river  valley  in  the  name  of  Franoo,  calling  it 
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Louisiana.    This  included  the  State  of  Indiana.    By  1719,  French  trading 
posts  had  been  established  on  the  present  sites  of  Vincennes,  Fort  Wayne, 
and  Lafayette.    Economic  rivalry  between  the  French  and  English  for 
the  possession  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Valleys  led  to  the  French 
and  Indian  War,  ending  in  the  Treaty  of  Pari 3,  February  10,  1763,  by 
which  Louisiana  was  ceded  to  Great  Britain,  thus  becoming  a  part  of 
the  colony  of  Virginia.    On  December  9,  1778,  a  large  region  includ- 
ing Indiana  was  organized  into  Illinois  County.    After  the  successful 
termination  of  the  American  Revolution,  Virginia  ceded  this  vast  em- 
pire to  the  United  States  Government,  and  henceforth  it  was  known 
as  the  Northwest  Territory,    Indiana  Territory  was  formed  in  1800, 
from  which  the  present  state  was  carved  out  in  1816  and  admitted  to 
the  Union. 

Across  the  strip  of  ground  lying  between  the  foot  of  Lake 
Michigan  and  the  Kankakee  River  ran  ancient  Indian  trails  of  importance, 
historic  "short-cuts"  from  the  lands  of  the  Miami,  Potawatomi,  Sacs, 
and  other  Indian  tribes^ to  the  prairies  of  the  Illini  and  Sioux. 
The  Indians  migrating  from  the  northeast  to  the  west  used  this  route 
for  generations.    Within  the  present  area  of  Lake  County,  the  most 
famous  Indian  route  was  known  as  the  Sac  Trail,  crossing  the  county 
in  a  southwesterly  direction  to  Joliet  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 
Another  trail  from  the  east,  much  used  by  the  Potawatomi,  followed 
the  shores  of  Lake  Michigan  and  led  to  Fort  Dearborn  (Chicago).  At 
this  time,  the  Potawatomi  were  the  most  numerous  of  the  Indian  tribes 
in  northwestern  Indiana,  and  in  Lake  County  their  favorite  hunting 
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grounds  were  in  the  neighborhood  of  Red  Cedar  Lake  and  along  the 
Kankakee  River.    As  late  as  1834,  an  Indian  village,  called  LIcTwinn's 
Village,  was  located  south  of  Turkey  Creek  on  the  present  site  of 
Herrillville .    Nearby  was  the  best-known  Indian  burial  ground  in  the 
county,  containing  about  one  hundred  graves;  another  large  burial 
ground  was  situated  at  Big  "White  Oak  Island  in  the  Calumet  region. 

The  United  States  Government  purchased  from  the  Potawatomi  a 
ten-mile  strip  of  land  on  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  state  in 
1828,  and  by  the  Treaty  of  1832  the  remainder  of  the  land  in  north- 
western Indiana  and  Lake  County  was  acquired  by  the  United  States 
Government  from  the  Indians.    The  county  was  then  laid  out  into 
congressional  townships  and  sections  by  United  States  surveyors  in  the 
summer  of  1834. 

Fur  traders — Indian,  French,  English,  and  American— ".vere  located 
within  the  area  now  comprising  Lako  County  at  different  periods;  and 
during  the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth  century  respresentatives  of 
all  these  nationalities  wore  engaged  at  the  same  time  in  that  profit- 
able occupation.    The  period  from  1832  to  1840  witnessed  the  gradual 
disappearance  of  the  red  man  and  the  settlement  of  the  county  by  white 
pioneers,  who  cultivated  the  land  and  engaged  in  various  trades. 

The  first  permanent  white  settler  was  Yfilliam  Ross,  who  built  a 
cabin  southwest  of  the  present  site  of  Hobart  and  a  little  west  of  the 
Deep  River.    The  exact  date  of  Ross's  settlement  is  unknown,  but  he 
raised  a  corn  crop,  the  first  in  the  county,  in  the  summer  of  1853. 
The  next  June,  William  B.  Crooks  and  Samuel  Miller  built  a  mill  near 
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the  cabin  of  William  R035,  not  far  from  the  mouth  of  Turkey  Creek. 
Thomas  Childers  filed  a  claim  for  land  on  the  Deep  River  in  October 
1834;  and  the  next  month  Solon  Robinson,  Luaan  A.  Fowler,  and  Robert 
Wilkinson  took  up  land  on  the  banks  of  the  same  stream.    In  December, 
Jesse  and  David  Pieroe  filed  claims  on  both  Deep  River  and  Turkey 
Creek.    Robinson  and  Fowler  along  with  a  few  others,  founded  the 
town  of  Crown  Point  and  were  prominently  identified  with  the  early 
history  of  Lake  County. 

Lake  County  was  formed  out  of  lands  attached  to  Newton  and  Porter 
Counties  by  an  act  of  the  general  assembly,  approved  January  28,  1836, 
but  romainod  unorganized  until  January  18,  1837,  when  an  act  providing 
for  the  organization  of  the  oounty  was  passed.  The  act  forming  the 
county  provided  that  "all  that  part  of  the  county  that  lies  north  of 
the  Kankakee  River,  and  west  of  the  county  of  Porter,  within  the  State 
of  Indiana"  shall  be  called  Lake  County.     (Acts  1836  general,  p.  51.) 

On  I.terch  8,  1923,  the  general  assembly  defined  the  boundaries  of 
Lake  County  as  "beginning  on  Lake  Michigan  where  the  center  line  of 
range  seven  west  intersects  tho  same,  thence  south  to  the  Marble  Powers 
ditch,  thence  down  the  middle  of  the  channel  of  the  same  to  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Williams  ditch,  thence  down  the  middle  of  the  channel 
of  the  same  to  the  state  line,  thence  north  with  tho  same  to  Lake 
Michigan,  thence  eastv/ardly  with  the  lake  to  the  place  of  beginning: 
Provided,  the  northern  boundary  of  said  county  shall  be  the  same  as 
the  northern  state  line,"     (Acts  1923,  p.  465.) 

The  first  election  in  the  newly  formed  county  was  held  on  March  28, 
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1837,  at  the  homes  of  Samuel  D.  Bryant  and  Russell  Eddy  under  the 
supervision  of  Henry  Wells,  who  had  been  commissioned  sheriff,  with 
authority  to  organize  the  county  government.    William  Clark  and  William 
B»  Crooks  were  elected  associate  judges  of  the  circuit  court;  Amsi  Ball, 
Stephen  P.  Stringham,  and  Thomas  Wiles  were  ohosen  commissioners;  W.  A. 
Holton  was  elected  recorder j  Solon  Robinson,  clerk;  and  John  Russell, 
assessor.    The  highest  number  of  votes  cast  for  any  one  candidate  was 
seventy-eight. 

The  commissioners  held  their  first  meeting  on  April  5,  1837,  and 
the  organization  of  Lake  County  was  carried  a  step  farther.  They 
adopted  a  seal;  J.  W.  Holton  was  appointed  treasuror;  and  the  county 
was  divided  into  three  townships— North,  Center,  and  South.    There  are 
now  eleven  townships  in  Lake  County:     Calumet,  Cedar  Creok,  Center, 
Eagle  Creok,  Hanover,  Hobart,  North,  Ross,  St.  John,  West  Creek,  and 
Winfield. 

The  new  county  was  still  without  a  soat  of  government,  the 
locating  commissioners  having  failed  to  act,  and  on  February  17,  1838, 
the  general  assembly  provided  for  the  establishment  of  a  temporary 
courthouse  at  the  home  of  Milo  Robinson,  which  was  located  on  the 
present  site  of  Crown  Point.    The  same  day  another  bill  was  approved, 
naming  commissioners  to  select  a  permanent  county  seat,  but  still  no 
action  was  takon.    The  next  legislature,  on  February  14,  1839,  named 
new  commissionor3  who  met  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  1839,  at  the 
Robinson  courthouse  to  examine  all  proposed  sites.    Liverpool,  on 
Deep  River,  in  the  northwestern  section  of  the  county,  was  selected 
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in  preference  to  Lake  County  Courthouse  and  Cedar  Lake.  Liverpool 
proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  the  citizens  of  the  county,  and  they 
appealed  again  to  the  legislature.    An  act  of  February  13,  1840, 
appointed  new  commissioners  who  finally  decided  to  locate  the  county 
seat  on  the  site  of  the  original  Robinson  courthouse  in  the  town  which 
was  called  Lake  County  Courthouse.    The  name  of  the  county  seat  was 
then  changed  to  Crown  Point.    The  county  was  named  Lake  because  it 
bordered  on  Lake  Michigan. 

The  first  term  of  the  Lake  Circuit  Court  was  held  in  October  1837, 
before  Judge  Sample  and  Associate  Judge  Clark.    The  first  courthouse 
was  a  log  cabin  about  35  x  25  feet  in  size,  and  situated  on  the  south- 
west corner  of  the  public  square  in  Lake  County  Courthouse.  This 
cabin  had  been  erected  in  the  summer  of  1837  by  Solon  Robinson.  In 
May  1838,  it  was  officially  designated  the  Lake  County  Courthouse, 
and  a  second  story  was  added. 

The  second  courthouse,  a  frame  building,  was  ready  for  occupancy 
in  1850.    It  was  67  feet  long,  37  feet  wide,  and  27  feet  high.  The 
building  contained  a  courtroom,  jury  room,  and  a  sheriff's  office. 
On  either  side  of  the  courthouse  were  two  brick  buildings,  one  con- 
taining the  offices  of  treasurer  and  auditor,  and  the  other  housing 
the  recorder  and  clerk. 

In  the  late  '70' s,  plans  for  a  new  courthouse  in  Crown  Point  were 
discussed  and  construction  started  in  1878.    This  brick  and  stone 
building,  two  stories  in  height,  was  oompleted  in  1880  and  is  105  x 
96  feet  in  size.    In  1909,  this  courthouse  was  enlarged  and  remodeled 
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at  a  cost  of  $160,000.    Another  addition  was  made  to  thi3  building 
in  1928. 

Crown  Point  has  remained  a  small  town,  while  other  towns 
established  within  the  second  half  of  the  century  of  Lake  County's 
history  have  outstripped  it  in  magnitude  and  industrial  importance. 
The  use  of  lake  front  sites  for  industrial  plants  and  the  county's 
nearness  to  Chicago  has  developed  Lake  County  into  metropolitan  area 
of  considerable  size.'    The  large  number  of  manufactories  increased  the 
population  with  astonishing  rapidity,  and  the  demands  of  business, 
coupled  with  the  needs  of  the  increasing  population,  became  insistent. 
Crown  Point,  near  the  geographical  center  of  the  county,  found  itself 
far  removod  from  the  population  center.    As  a  result  of  this  a  move- 
ment was  organized  in  1890  to  transfer  the  county  seat  from  Crown 
Point  to  Hammond,  but  no  legal  action  was  taken.    This  agitation, 
however,  was  not  unproductive  of  results;  when  an  act  of  1895  establish- 
ed a  superior  court  for  Lake,  Porter,  and  Laj>orte  Counties,  Hammond 

s 

was  chosen  as  its  seat  in  Lake  County. 

The  first  superior  courthouse  in  Hammond  was  a  building,  now 
known  as  the  "Old  City  Hall",  which  was  doedod  to  the  county  by  ilarcus 
M.  Towle,  the  deed  providing  for  reversion  of  the  building  to  the 
grantor  should  it  ever  bo  used  for  any  other  purpose.  Notwithstanding 
this,  it  was  found  necessary  in  1902  to  provide  a  larger  courthouse, 
and  accordingly  the  present  courthouse  was  built,  being  comploted  in 
1903  from  the  design  of  J.  T.  Hutton;  additions  were  made  in  1909-1910. 
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Four  years  after  the  completion  of  the  Hammond  courthouse  an 
act  was  passed  creating  the  superior  court  district  of  Lake  County, 
which  court  was  to  consist  of  6ne  room,  located  at  Hammond.    An  act 
of  1911  croated  three  rooms  of  this  court,  dividing  Room  Three  between 
Hammond  and  Crown  Point,  and  in  1917  an  amendment  to  this  act  trans- 
ferred Room  Three  to  Gary.    Ten  years  later  five  superior  court  rooms 
were  croated,  two  each  being  located  at  Hammond  and  Gary  and  one  at 
East  Chicago. 

Meanwhile  in  1926,  the  Crown  Point  courthouse  becoming  overcrowd- 
ed, a  separate  criminal  courthouse  and  jail  were  constructed  in  that 
town.    Y.'ith  the  creation  of  the  East  Chicago  Superior  Court,  this 
new  court  and  branches  of  tho  correlated  county  offices  were  installed 
in  tho  I.O.O.F.  Building,  a  portion  of  which  is  rented  by  tho  county. 
The  present  superior  courthouse  at  Gary  was  completed  in  1929  from 
tho  pirns  of  J.  T.  Hutton,  who  had  designed  the  Hammond  courthouse. 
Costing  $880,000,  it  was  built  of  Bonedict  granite,  a  by-product  of 
the  steel  mills,  and  matches  in  design  the  Gary  city  hall  located 
opposite. 

Lake  County  has  the  second  largest  population— 261,310 — of  any 
in  the  state.    Between  1910  and  1920  tho  population  increased  9Zc/o  and 
between  1920  and  1930,  over  63% •    Tho  incorporated  cities  and  towns 
are  Gary,  Griffith,  Lowell,  Crown  Point,  East  Gary,  Hobart,  New 
Chicago,  East  Chicago,  Hammond,  Highland,  Uunster,  V/hiting,  Dyer, 
St.  John,  Schcrerville,  and  Schneider. 

The  cities  of  Lake  County— the  Calumet  district — are  the  products 
of  the  rise  of  industrialism  in  Indiana.    YJhiting,  Hammond,  and  East 
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Chicago  vrero  founded  boforo  tho  opening  of  the  prosont  contury— 1870, 
1872,  and  1888,  respectively;  Gary  was  not  founded  until  1906.  The 
Standard  Oil  Company  was  the  first  to  recognize  the  value  of  Lake 
County  as  an  industrial  site  and  built  the  largest  oil  refinery  in 
the  world  in  the  city  of  Whiting.    Hammond  is  a  manufacturing  town 
of  importance  and  is  also  a  great  meat  packing  center;  it  is  second 
in  importance  only  to  Indianapolis  in  this  respect.    East  Chicago, 
situated  on  the  shore*  of  Lake  Michigan,  rapidly  grow  as  an  industrial 
conter  when  manuf acturors  came  hore  in  search  of  cheap  factory  sites 
outside  of  Chicago.    Sinco  the  construction  of  tho  harbor  and  the 
canal  the  city  has  grown  industrially,  especially  in  the  manufacture 
of  iron  and  stoel.    Gary,  at  tho  south  end  of  Lake  Michigan,  was  built 
by  tho  Illinois  Stool  Company,  a  subsidiary  of  tho  United  Statos  Steel 
Corporation.    When  tho  sito  for  the  now  city  was  soloctcd  in  1906, 
the  lakeside  was  a  waste  of  sand  and  marshos,  but  in  throe  years  a 
modern  city,  an  artificial  harbor,  and  a  great  steel  mill  had  been 
constructed.    Gary  is  imoortont  as  an  iron  and  steel  center;  it  is 
the  Pittsburgh  of  Indiana  and  the  Middle  nest. 

Lake  County  has  become  a  great  industrial  center  because  of  its 
ideal  location  to  the  natural  resources  necessary  for  the  manufacture 
of  steel.    It  is  within  a  short  distance  of  the  great  iron  ore  deposits 
of  Lake  Superior.    Bituminous  coal  is  available  nearby,  in  Indiana, 
Ohio,  and  Illinois.    Groat  deposits  of  limestone— a  necessary  flux  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  steel — are  available  within  a  short  distance. 
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The  great  labor  market  of  Chicago  is  nearby,  and  transportation 
faoilities  are  good. 
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3.  GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEM 


Lake  County,  with  its  county  soat  at  Crown  Point,  ic  a  political 
subdivision  of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  administrative  purposes,  and 
holds,  therefore,  only  such  powers  of  local  government  as  have  been 
prescribed  by  law.    Lake  County  was  organized  by  an  act  of  the  general 
assembly,  effective  February  1,  1336.  (1)    Its  present  form  of  govern- 
ment, as  it  functions  today,  is  the  result  of  its  development  under 
the  original  constitution  of  1816,  the  present  constitution  adopted 
in  1851,  and  a  century  of  legislative  action. 

Tho  county  system  of  government  is  an  inheritance  from  England 
and  the  American  colonies,  whence  pioneers  in  Indiana  brought  their 
customs  and  laws.    Its  beginnings  in  Indiana  are  found  in  the  laws  of 
the  Northwost  Territory,  which  provided  for  a  group  of  administrative 
officers,  as  follows:     shoriff,   (2)     clerk,   (3)     coroner,   (4)  and 
recorder.  (5)    Under  the  laws  of  Indiana  Territory  of  1802,  the  office 
of  county  surveyor  was  established.  (6) 

In  the  yoar  1816,  Indiana  was  admitted  to  the  Union,  and  tho 
Constitution  of  that  year  provided  for  the  election  in  each  county 
of  the  officers  named  above.    To  these  were  added  by  legislative 
enactment  in  1817,  a  governing  body  called  the  board  of  county 
commissioners,  (7)    and  the  office  of  county  troasurer.   (8)    At  tho 
organization  of  Lake  County,  those  offices  were  established  under 
tho  authority  of  tho  Constitution  of  1816  and  the  laws  of  Indiana. 
Tho  next  major  change  in  tho  county  organization  occurred  in  1841 
when  the  office  of  the  auditor  was  established.  (9) 

As  Indiana  developed,  there  was  much  dissatisfaction  with  the 
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Constitution  of  1816,  but  repeated  attempts  to  change  it  did  not  succeed 
until  1851,  when  a  constitutional  convention  was  called  to  frame  a  new 
constitution.    This  constitution  ■was  adopted  in  1852,  and  with  some 
alterations  by  later  amendments,  remains  the  Constitution  of  Indiana*' 

Each  county  has  its  own  individual  governmental  set-up.  Although 
the  Constitution  of  1851  forbids  special  legislation,  the  general 
assembly  has  provided  necessary  variations  for  counties,  by  classifi- 
cation based  chiefly  on  population.    Urban  and  rural  areas  obviously 
cannot  be  governed  by  the  same  system  or  numbe^r  of  officers.  Eve£y 
county  has  the  constitutional  offices,  but  the  statutory  officers  vary 
groatly  in  number,  powers,  and  duties.    The  latter  may  be  compulsory 
in  all  oounties,  or  they  may  be  'optional  and  theroforo  established  in 
only  a  few  instances 7  others  may  be  authorized  in  only  certain  classes 
of  counties,  though  the  class  may  include  but  one  county. 

Indiana  stands  alone  among  the  States  of  the  Union  in  having  a 
dual  system  of  county  governing  boards,  since  the  establishment  in  each 
county  of  a  county  council  in  1809.    Each  county  is  governod  by  a 
board  of  commissioners  and  a  county  council.    The  duties  of  these 
agencies,  with  technical  distinctions,  are  enumerated  in  their  proper 
places  below. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  a  tendency  toward 
centralization  of  power  in  the  hands  of  State  authorities  has  taken 
from  the  county  officials  many  of  their  powers  and  duties  and  has 
greatly  lessened  the  scope  of  these  remaining.    In  the  older  fields 
of  finance,  roads,  and  education,  the  ^tato^  supervision  has  greatly 
increased,  and  tho  oreation  of  newer  State  departments,  sucli  as  police, 
food  and  fire  inspection,  and  public  welfare,  has  caused  heavy  erosion 
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The  Constitution  of  1851  provides  for  tho  eleotion  of  a  clerk  of 
the  circuit  court,  who  koeps  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  all  the 
courts  in  the  county;  an  auditor,  who  keeps  records  of  county  financial 
matters  and  records  dealing  in  real  property  and  the  estates  of  private 
citizens;  a  recorder,  whose  duties  are  to  keep  a  record  of  every  con- 
veyance or  other  instrument  entitled  and  required  by  law  to  be  recorded; 
a  treasurer,  v/ho  receives  all  money  coming  to  the  county  and  keeps  a 
record  of  same;  a  sheriff,  who  is  conservator  of  the  peace  and  who 
carries  out  court  orders;  a  coroner,  v/ho  investigates  violent  deaths 
and  those  of  suspicious  circumstances;  and  a  surveyor,  v/ho  prepares 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  improvement  of  public  works,  establishes 
boundaries  for  public  and  private  lands  and  since  1933  has  had  charge 
of  drainage  systems.  (10)    The  constitution  provides  for  two  other 
of ficers— circuit  judge  and  prosocuting  attorney—who  are  legally  a 
part  of  the  circuit,  which  may  include  ono  or  more  counties.  Since 
the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  the  general  assembly  has  prescribed 
the  establishment  of  additional  departments* 

The  present  leading  governing  body  of  the  county  is  the  board  of 
commissioners,  often  called  tho  "county  board",  elected  for  a  term  of 
three  years.    The  board  provides  buildings  to  house  county  business, 
furnishes  public  squares  and  grounds,  audits  the  accounts  of  county 
officers  who  handle  money,  changes  boundaries  of  townships  as  it  sees 
fit,  and  is  charged  with  the  maintenance  of  county  roads  and  highways.  (11) 
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The  board  is  also  charged  with  many  specific  duties  authorized  by 
statutes^  which  are  either  mandatory  or  optional* 

Another  governing  body  is  the  county  council,  created  in  1899 
by  statute,  to  act  as  a  check  upon  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
by  controlling  the  finances  of  county  government.    This  council 
consists  of  seven  mcmboro  who  are  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years* 
One  member  is  elected  from  each  councilmanic  district  by  the  citizens 
of  the  district  and  three  members  are  elected  at  large  from  the  county. 
The  county  auditor  acts  as  clerk  of  the  council.    The  council  has  power 
to  fix  certain  tax  rates,  the  exclusive  right  to  make  appropriations 
out  of  the  county  treasury,  and  the  exclusive  right  to  authorize  the 
borrowing  of  money  for  the  county,  (12) 

In  1873,  by  legislative  enactment,  the  office  of  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  was  created.    The  superintendent  is  elected  by  the 
township  trustees  and  serves  for  a  term  of  four  years.    His  duties 
are  specifically  sot  out  in  the  statutes,  and  he  is  underrthe  juris- 
diction of  tho  state  board  of  public  instruction.  (13) 

By  an  act  of  1873,  a  county  board  of  education  was  created.  The 
board  consists  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  the  township 
trustoos,  and  the  chairman  of  the  school  trustees  of  each  city  and 
town  of  tho  county.    The  duties  of  the  board  are  to  consider  the 
general  wants  and  needs  of  the  schools  and  matters  relating  to  the 

purchase  of  school  furniture,  books,  maps,  charts,  vtxri  (14)  The 

A  ' 

school  municipal  officials,  as  a  matter  of  praotice,  take  little 
part  in  the  activities  of  the  board. 
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elected  by  the  county  commissioners  to  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years. 
It  is  his  duty  to  safeguard  the  health  and  to  promote  sanitary  systems 
for  the  citizens  of  the  county.    He  is  also  required  to  keep  records 
of  contagious  diseases,  births,  deaths,  and  marriages.  (15) 

By  an  act  of  1891  the  office  of  county  assessor  was  created.  The 
assessor  is  elected  for  a  four-year  term.    His  duties  are  to  assess 
omitted  real  and  personal  property,  to  instruct  the  township  assessors, 
to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the  state  tax  board,  and  to  act  as  president 
of  the  county  board  of  review.  (16) 

An  act  of  1891  creatod  the  county  board  of  review,  whose  members 
consist  of  the  county  assessor,  county  auditor,  and  county  treasurer.  (17) 
This  act  was  amended  in  1919  to  include  two  freeholders  of  opposite 
political  parties  as  members  of  the  board.    The  duty  of  this  board  is 
to  equalize  unfair  assessments  on  real  and  personal  property.  (18) 

In  1907,  a  legislative  act  created  a  county  board  of  finance, 
consisting  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners.    The  county  auditor 
acts  as  secrotary.    This  board  has  tho  custody  of  the  county  funds  and 
seloctG  the  depositories.   (19)     The  gonoral  assembly  of  1936  ropoaled 
this  act  and  in  tho  same  session  revived  it  as  part  of  the  depository 
act,  reestablishing  tho  board  of  finance  practically  unaltered.  (20) 

By  an  act  of  1915,  tho  legislature  made  provisions  for  the 
creation  of  the  office  of  agricultural  agent,  logally  termed  county 
agent,  but  commonly  roforrod  to  by  the  descriptive  name.  Inasmuch 
as  the  agont  of  the  state  in  tho  sale  of  state  lands  originally  was 
called  the  county  agent,  the  popular  term  is  used  here.    The  act  provides 
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that  this  offico  may  oomo  into  existence  whenever  a  certain  number  of 
residents  of  the  county  shall  petition  therefor.    The  appointment  is 
made  annually  by  Purdue  University  and  ratified  by  the  county  board  of 
education.    Upon  proper  petition,  this  office  was  established  in  Lake 
County,  February  1,  1914.    The  duties  of  the  agricultural  agent  are 
to  disseminate  information  for  the  promotion  and  advancement  of 
agriculture,  horticulture,  and  domestic  science.  (21)    3y  an  act  of 
1931,  the  office  of  home  demonstration  agent  was  created,  whose  work 
is  supplemental  to  the  office  of  the  agricultural  agent.  (22) 

i 

The  office  of  superintendent  of  highways,  established  in  1913, 
was  abolished  by  an  act  of  1935,  end  the  office  of  highway  supervisor 
authorized.    The  supervisor  is  appointed  by  the  board  of  commissioners. 
He  has  general  supervision  of  all  county  highways,  roads^and  bridges.  (23) 

In  1933  the  legislature  created  a  county  board  of  tax  adjustment. 
The  board  consists  of  one  member  of  the  county  council,  selected  by 
the  council,  and  six  members  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court. 
This  board  has  the  power,  as  it  deems  necessary,  to  revise,  to  change 
or  reduce,  but  not  to  increase  any  tax  levy  or  any  corresponding  items 
of  the  budget  on  which  tho  tax  levies  are  basod.  (24) 

In  1935,  by  legislative  onactment,  a  county  school  fund  board  v.'as 
established.    This  board  consists  of  the  auditor,  the  clerk,  and  one 
person  appointed  by  tho  circuit  judge.    This  board  must  approve  all  loans 
mado  from  the  school  funds.  (25) 

The  county  board  of  public  wolfaro  was  created  by  on  act  of  1936. 
The  board  consists  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  circuit  court  to 
serve  for  a  term  of  four  years.    The  board  is  charged  with  administration 
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of  assistance  to  dependent  children  in  their  ov/n  hones,  to  aged  persons, 
and  to  all  those  who  are  otherwise  handicapped.  (26) 

Judicial 

The  judicial  system  of  Lake  County,  as  of  other  Indiana  counties, 
is  prescribed  by  the  State  Constitution  and  the  subsequent  legislative 
enactments  of  tho  Indiana  General  Assembly.    The  Constitution  authorized 
and  directed  the  general  assembly  to  divide  into  judicial  circuits  the 
whole  state  as  the  need  arose*    Lake  County  forms  the  thirty-first 
circuit,  established  in  1913.  (27)    Before  this  period,  Lake  County 
was  a  part  of  a  circuit  to  which  another  county  wa3  attached.  The 
Constitution  further  provides  for  tho  election  of  a  judge  and  a 
prosecuting  attorney  for  each  circuit,  and  for  a  clerk  for  each  county 
within  a  circuit.   (28)    The  circuit  court  has  jurisdiction  in  all 
criminal,  civil,  probato,  and  juvenile  cases,  and  hears  appeals  from 
lower  courts. 

In  1895,  by  a  legislative  act,  a  superior  court  was  established 
to  serve  Lake,  La  Porte,  and  Porter  Counties.  (29)     In  1907,  by  a 
legislative  act,  Lake  County  was  constituted  the  judicial  district 
of  the  Lake  Superior  Court  and  its  seat  was  established  at  Hammond.  (30) 
An  act  of  1911  enlarged  this  superior  court  to  three  rooms,  numbered 
one,  two,  and  three,  and  divided  Room  3  between  Hammond  and  Crown 
Point,  (31)    and  an  amendment  to  this  act  in  1917  transferred  Room  5 
to  Gary,  (32)     In  1927  the  Lake  Superior  Court  v/as  divided  into  five 
rooms,  numbored  one  to  fivo.  (33)    An  act  of  tho  same  year  provided 
that  the  two  judges  of  Suporior  Courtrooms  1  and  5  should  hold  court 
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in  tho  city  of  Hammond;  that  tho  judge  of  Superior  Courtroom  2,  in 
the  city  of  East  Chicago;  and  that  tho  two  judge c  in  Superior  Court- 
rooms 3  and  4,  in  the  city  of  Cary.  (34) 

In  1919,  by  a  legislative  act,  a  criminal  court  v.'as  established 
in  Lake  County  at  Crown  Point  (35)    and  has  jurisdiction  in  all  criminal 
cases. 

By  an  act  of  1923,  a  juvenile  referee  was  appointed  in  the  circuit 
court  at  Crown  Point  to  have  jurisdiction  in  juvenile  cases,  (36) 

In  1852,  by  a  legislative  act  the  court  of  common  pleas  was  created, 
with  limited  jurisdiction.  (37)     The  court  continuod  in  existence  until 
it  was  abolished  by  an  act  of  the  legislature  in  1873.  (38)    In  earlier 
times,  the  oommon  pleas  court  was  a  subdivision  of  the  circuit  court 
for  certain  causes,  and  had  no  independent  existence. 

Eecords  System 

The  establishment  of  each  of  these  offices  causod  the  beginning 
of  separate  records  as  prescribed  by  the  general  assembly  under  the 
provisions  for  each  respective  office.    As  there  are  five  courthouses 
in  Lake  County  the  records  are  scattered  among  them.    The  place  of  custody 
remains  the  same  as  tho  place  of  origination  except  in  this  one  instance. 
When  the  suporior  courtroom  division  botwoon  Hammond  and  Crown  Point  v.'as 
made  in  1911,  records  of  the  court  wore  instituted  at  the  latter  city, 
but  later,  when  the  room  was  transferred  from  Hammond  and  Crown  Point 
to  Gary,  the  Crown  Point  records  were  moved  with  the  oourtroom.  The 
superior  court  records  at  East  Chicago  begin  in  1927,  the  date  that 
the  superior  courtroom  was  established  in  that  city.    Lake  County 
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followed  its  own  form  of  accounting  until,  in  1909,  tho  legislature 
established  the  ^tate  board  of  accounts,  -which  formulates,  prescribes, 
and  installs  systems  of  accounting  and  reporting  which  are  uniform  for 
every  public  office  of  the  same  class,  (39)    Under  this  law  some  of 
the  records  were  combined  to  eliminate  separation,  duplication,  and 
overlapping*    Tho  law  also  permits  the  use  of  bound  loo3o-leaf  records 
in  almost  all  cases  where  the  records  are  typed.    The  quality  of  tho 
paper  and  ink  and  the  binding  and  robinding  practices  are  left  to  the 
judgment  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  except  that  a  good 
quality  is  required. 

"Whenever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  records 
of  any  office  from  mutilation,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  issues 
an  order  directing  the  office^~r  in  charge  to  copy  and  transcribe  the 
records  for  preservation.  (40) 

In  1925  a  law  was  passed  permitting  county  officials,  at  their 
discretion,  to  turn  over  to  tho  ^tate  archives  bureau  for  permanent 
preservation,  any  official  books,  records,  documents,  original  papers, 
newspaper  file3,  or  printed  books  and  material  not  in  current  use  in 
their  offices,  (41)    This  law  is  optional  and  has  been  ineffectual. 
County  officials  are  loath  to  part  with  records,  even  when  no  longer 
used  and  in  spite  of  lack  of  storage  space,  for  fear  of  a  possible  call 
for  them.    Consequently,  they  have  only  occasionally  availed  themselves 
of  this  provision  for  permanent  preservation  of  their  old  records. 
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Circles  represent  individual  officers. 
•  Squares  represent  agencies  in  board  form.

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Lake  County  has  five  courthouses:    the  main  courthouse  at  Crown 
Point;  the  criminal  courthouse,  also  at  Crown  Point;  and 'three  superior 
courthouses— one  each  at  East  Chicago,  Gary,  and  Hammond* 

The  main  courthouse  at  Crown  Point  is  a  two- story  building  of 
brick  and  stone  construction,  which  is  situated  on  a  public  square, 
bounded  by  Llain,  Court,  Joliet,  and  Clark  Streets*    The  main  portion 
of  the  courthouse  was  built  in  1878;  north  and  south  wings  were  added 
in  1907  and  further  extended  in  1928.    The  building  now  extends  270' 
in  length,  85*  at  its  greatest  width,  and  37*  in  height  over  the  main 
portion,  32*  over  the  north  and  south  wings,  and  12'  over  the  later 
additions  to  these  wings*    In  the  basement  are  the  vaults  and  storage 
rooms  of  the  clerk,  the  auditor,  the  assessor,  and  the  treasurer;  on 
the  first  floor  are  the  offices  of  the  clerk,  the  recorder,  the  sheriff, 
the  auditor,  the  treasuror,  the  health  commissioner,  the  surveyor,  and 
the  highway  supervisor;  and  on  the  second  floor  are  the  offices  of  the 
assessor,  the  superintendent  of  schools,  and  the  county  nurse. 

The  criminal  courthouse  faces  Iain  Street.    Built  in  1926  of 
concrete  and  brick,  it  is  roughly  rectangular,  measuring  120*  by  53' 
by  39' •    Tho  agricultural  agent's  office  and  the  clerk's  vault  are 
locatod  in  the  basomont,  the  office  of  the  clerk  on  the  first  floor, 
and  the  office  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  on  the  second  floor. 

The  East  Chicago  superior  courthouse  opcupies  a  portion  of  the 
I.O.O.F.  Building,  a  brick  and  stone  structure  at  3701  Grand  Boulevard. 
Tho  sheriff's  office  is  located  on  the  first  floor  and  the  clerk's 
office  on  the  second.

The  Gary  superior  courthouse. a  four-story  stone  building,  stands 
on  a  square  at  the  southwest  corner  .of  Fourth  and  Broadv/ny.    It  was 
built  in  1926  after  the  Greco-Roman  style;,  the  entrance  is  flanked  with 
columns  and  a  low  dome  rises  above  the  center  of  the  building*  Its 
dimensions  are  200'  by  80 1  by  80' •    The  first  floor  contains  the  offices 
of  the  clerk,  the  sheriff,  and  the  assessor;  the  second  floor  the  office 
of  the  coronor;  and  the  fourth  floor  the  office  of  the  surveyor.  IJo 
county  records  are  housed  in  the  basement  or  on  the  third  floor. 

At  Hohman  and  Fayette  Streets,  in  Hammond,  is  the  Hammond  superior 
courthouse,  a  building  constructed  in  1902-1903  of  rough-hewn  Indiana 
limestone.    It  measures  95'  by  95'  by  75',  exclusive  of  the  clock  tower 
which  rises  above  the  second  floor.    In  the  basemenh  are  two  storage 
rooms  which  contain  the  clerk's  records  and  on  the  first  floor  are 
the  offices  of  the  clerk  and  the  sheriff.    No  records  are  housed  on 
the  second  floor. 

Commissioner!? 

Records  of  the  commissioners  are  housed  in  the  Crown  Point  main 
courthouse  with  those  of  the  auditor  and  treasurer  (q#  v.,  infra). 

County  Council 

The  county  counoil's  rocords  are  housed  in  the  auditor* s  main 
office  and  outer  vault  (q.  v.#  infra). 
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Clerk 

A  total  of  fourteen  rooms  are  occupied  by  the  clerk--five  in  the 
Crown  Point  main  courthouse,  two  in  the  Crown  Point  criminal  courthouse, 
one  in  the  East  Chicago  courthouse,  "two  in  the  Gary  courthouse,  and 
four  in  the  Hammond  courthouse. 

In  the  Crown  Point  main  courthouse,  the  clerks  records  aro  housed 
in  his  main  vault,  his  basement  vaults  1,  2,  and  3,  and  the  probate 
commissioner's  office,  the  first  and  last  named  being  on  the  first  floor. 
Tfith  the  exception  of  the  probate  commissioner's  office,  which  has  a 
composition  floor,  all  these  rooms  have  concrete  floors,  and  plaster 
walls  and  ceilings,  and  all  arc  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated.  In 
the  main  vault  measuring  36'  by  10 1  by  7'  arc  1993'  of  bound  volumes 
and  7G3'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  13"  deep;  these  completely 
occupy  the  steel  roller  shelving,  allowing  no  space  for  expansion  and 
none  for  additional  shelving.    In  the  basement  vault,  which  is  narrower 
by  6'  than  the  main  vault,  are  673'  of  bound  volumes  and  137'  of  unbound 
rocords  in  file  boxes  13"  deep;  here,  space  for  expansion  is  available 
on  the  present  shelving.    Easement  vault  2  is  almost  t7ri.ee  tho  sizo  of 
vault  1«    This  vault  is  equipped  with  1946'  of  steel  shelving,  on  which 
are  84 1  of  bound  volumes  and  65'  of  unbound  rocords  in  file  boxes  14" 
deep.    Basement  vault  3,  whose  dimensions  are  40'  by  18*  by  10»,  houses 
an  undetermined  quantity  of  unbound  records  in  1596  trays  24"  deep. 
There  is  no  space  for  expansion  here.    The  probate  commissioner's 
office  contains  27'  of  bound  volumes  and  153*  of  unbound  records  in 
file  boxes  14"  deep,  completely  occupying  the  present  shelving,  and 
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allowing  no  cpaco  for  the  installation  of  additional  shelving.    Of  the 
clerk's  records  31^  are  housed  in  the  nain  vault,  9%  in  basement  vault 
1,  2%  in  vault  2,  4f0  in  vault  5,  and  Z%  in  the  probate  commissioner *6 
office*    All  the  records  of  the  board  of  public  welfare  are  also  housed 
in  the  main  vault.    All  these  rooms  provide  excellent  accommodations  for 
users  of  the  records. 

In  the  Crown  Point  criminal  courthouse,  the  clerk1 s  office  is 
located  on  the  southeast  corner  of  the  first  floor.    Having  a  concrete 
floor  and  plastor  walls  and  ceiling,  the  office  is  in  good  condition 
and  well  lighted,  but  its  ventilation  is  only  fair;  its  dimensions  are 
16*  by  12'  by  10 ».    Throe  hundred  and  six  feet  of  shelving  house  233' 
of  bound  volumes  and  72*  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  13"  deep. 
The  vault,  located  in  the  basement  directly  under  the  office,  measures 
17 1  by  10 »  by  10* ,  and  has  concrete  flooring  and  plaster  ceiling  and 
walls.    The  ventilation  in  the  vault  is  poor  and  the  lighting  is  only 
fair.    Steel  shelving  is  entirely  occupied  by  144'  of  bound  volumes  and 
10 1  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  15"  deep,  and  no  space  is  available 
for  additional  shelving.    Four  per  cent  of  the  clerk's  records  are 
housed  in  tho  office  and  2%  in  the  vault,  both  rooms  providing  satis- 
factory accommodations  for  usors  of  the  rocords. 

On  the  northeast  corner  of  the  second  floor  of  the  I.O.O.F.  Building, 
East  Chicago,  is  the  clerk's  office,  a  large  room,  measuring  50'  by  20 » 
by  18*,  which  has  a  composition  floor,  plaster  walls,  and  plaster  coiling. 
It  is  well  ventilated  and  well  lighted  and  is  equipped  with  110'  of 
steel  shelving,  housing  1%  of  the  clerk's  rocords.    These  consist  of 
100*  of  bound  volumes,  spaco  being  available  for  installation  of  additional 
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sholving.    Porsons  consulting  tho  rocords  aro  furnished  with  catisf actory 
accommodations* 

The  Gary  office  of  the  clerk  is  located  on  the  southwost  corner  of 
tho  first  floor  of  the  courthouse  in  that  city.    This  office  has  a 
concrete  floor  and  tile  walls  and  ceiling;  it  is  well  lighted  and  well 
ventilated  and  provides  excellent  accommodations  for  users  of  the 
rocords.    On  steel  shelving  are  42'-  of  bound  volumes  and  163 1  of  unbound 
rocords  in  file  boxes  12"  deep,  allowing  sufficient  space  for  expansion 
on  this  shelving.    Two  per  cent  of  the  clerk's  rocords  are  housed  here. 

In  the  Hammond  courthouse,  five  rooms  are  occupied  by  the  clerk 
and  his  records.    On  the  southwest  corner  of  tho  first  floor  are  the 
clerk's  main  and  private  office  and  adjoining  these,  his  record  room. 
The  main  office  has  a  concrete  floor,  tile  walls,  and  tile  ceiling? 
the  floor,  coiling,  and  walls  of  the  private  office  and  record  room  are 
concrete.    All  three  rooms  are  well  ventilated  and  well  lighted,  providing 
good  accommodations  for  users  of  the  records.    Measuring  28'  by  27 1  by 
15',  the  main  office  contains  318'  of  bound  volumes  and  24'  of  unbound 
records  in  filing  cabinets,  loaving  ample  space  for  expansion  on  the 
present  steel  shelving.    The  private  office,  measuring  36'  by  22'  by 
13',  houses  an  undetorminod  quantity  of  miscellaneous  unbound  material 
in  46  file  boxos  12"  doep.    In  the  rocord  room  whoso  dimensions  are 
50'  by  20'  by  18»  1900»  of  stool  shelving  contain  1900'  of  unbound 
rocords  in  file  boxes  12"  deep,~)rjo  space  for  expansion  can  be  obtained 
here.    Directly  under  the  clerk's  offices  and  record  room  are  two 
storage  rooms  for  the  clerk's  records.    Storage  room  1  has  a  conorete 
floor,  brick  walls,  and  a  tile  ceiling;  storage  room  2  has  a  tile  floor, 
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brick  walls  and  plaster  coiling.    The  former  measures  48'  by  30*  by  15* 
and  the  latter  32 1  by  18 1  by  11'.    Both  are  in  good  condition  and  both 
are  well  lighted,  but  ventilation  in  room  2  is  poor.    In  storage  room  1, 
to  -which  access  may  be  obtained  only  through  a  private  stairway  from 
the  olerk's  office,  steel  shelving  along  the  -walls  and  in  two  safes 
houses  284'  of  bound  volumes  and  203 1  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes 
12"  deep.    No  sholving  has  been  constructed  in  storage  room  2-- though 
space  for  it  is  available— and  136 •  of  unbound  records  are  stacked  on 
the  floor;  140'  of  unbound  records  are  housed  in  pigeon  holes  12"  deop. 
Accommodations  for  users  of  the  records  are  adequate  in  storage  room  1, 
and  inadequate  in  storage  room  2.     Of  the  clerk's  records  housed  in  the 
Hammond  courthouse,  4$  are  housed  in  the  main  office,  2%  in  the  private 
office,  21%  in  the  record  room,  6%  in  storage  room  1,  and  Z%  in 
storage  room  2* 

Prosecuting  Attorney 

A  large  office,  100*  by  20*  by  10*,  on  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
second  floor  in  the  Crown  Point  criminal  courthouse  is  occupied  by  the 
prosecuting  attorney,    Well  lighted,  well  ventilated  and  providing 
excellent  accommodations  for  users  of  the  records,  the  office  has  a 
concrete  floor,  coiling,  and  Trails*    In  a  filing  cabinet  are  6'  of 
unbound  records— all  those  of  the  prosecuting  attorney* 

Recorder 

The  recorder's  record  room,  whose  dimensions  are  32'  by  27'  by  18', 
is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Crown  Point  main  oourthouse.  This 
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room  has  a  concrete  floor,  brick  and  tile  walls,  and  tile  ceiling,  and 
is  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated.    A  balcony  extends  around  the 
room  and  on  this  and  the  main  floor  are  4282'  of  shelving,  housing  3274' 
of  bound  volumes  and  126'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  16"  deep. 
All  the  reoords  of  the  recorder  are  housed  in  this  room,  which  furnishes 
excellent  accommodations  for  users  of  the  records. 

Sheriff 

The  sheriff's  reeords  occupy  four  rooms— one  each  in  the  Crown 
Point  main  courthouse,  the  East  Chicago  courthouse,  the  Gary  courthouse, 
and  the  Hammond  courthouse.    The  sheriff's  vault  in  the  Crown  Point 
courthouse,  measuring  15'  by  6*  by  14',  is  located  on  the  first  floor. 
Having  a  tile  floor  and  walls,  and  a  plaster  ceiling,  tho  room  is  in 
good  condition  and  well  lighted,  but  its  ventilation  is  poor,  and  no 
accommodations  are  furnished  users  of  the  records.    The  latter,  however, 
may  be  obtained  in  the  adjoining  private  office.     On  steel  shelving 
are  37 1  of  bound  volumes,  12'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  14" 
deep,  2»  of  newspapers,  and  30'  of  miscollanoous  material,  13'  of 
shelving  boing  unoccupied.    The  sheriff's  offico  in  East  Chicago  is 
located  on  the  first  floor  of  I.O.O.F.  Building  in  that  city.  Measuring 
50'  by  18'  by  20 »,  it  has  a  concrete  floor  and  plaster  ceiling  and 
walls;  its  ventilation  and  li girting  aro  good,  and  good  accommodations 
aro  available  for  users  of  the  records.    Throe  feet  of  bound  volumes 
are  kept  on  a  desk  and  a  safe.    The  sheriff's  private  offico  on  the 
north  side  of  the  first  floor  of  the  Gary  courthouse  measures  10 »  by 
51  by  10',  but  is  otherwise  similar  to  the  East  Chicago  office.  Here 
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aro  housed  16*  of  bound  volumes,  12'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes 
18"  deep,  and  18 '  of  miscellaneous  material,  occupying  less  than  one 
third  of  the  steel  shelving.    The  sheriff's  office  in  the  Hammond 
courthouse  also  is  similar  to  the  East  Chicago  office.    Located  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  first  floorj  it  measures  21 1  by  18 f  by  13', 
and  houses  an  undetermined  quantity  of  unbound  records  in  fifty  nine 
file  boxes  12"  deep,  arranged  on  a  counter;  space  for  shelving  is 
available  here*    Of  the  sheriff's  records fZ5%  are  housed  in  the  vault 
at  Crown  Point,  1%  in' the  office  at  East  Chicago,  20%  in  the  office  at 
Gary,  and  44^  in  the  office  at  Hammond. 

Coroner 

The  coroner  occupies  an  office,  30'  by  24'  by  18',  on  tho  northwest 
cornor  of  tho  seoond  floor  of  the  Gary  courthouse.     This  office  is  woll 
lighted  and  well  ventilated;  it  has  a  composition  floor  and  plaster 
walls  and  coiling,  and  provides  good  accommodations  for  persons  consulting 
tho  records.    On  two  tables  are  10*  of  bound  volumes,  but  space  is 
available  for  tho  installation  of  shelving.    The  above  comprise  all  the 
coroner's  records. 

Auditor 

An  office  and  two  vaults  on  the  first  floor  and  throe  storage  rooms 
in  tho  basoment  of  tho  Crown  Point  main  courthouso  house  tho  majority 
of  tho  auditor's  records.    The  office  and  tho  outer  and  inner  vaults 
are  well  lighted >  woll  ventilated,  and  in  good  condition,  having  concrete 
floors  and  plaster  walls  and  ceilings.    The  office  measures  45'  by  30' 
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by  12»'J  tho  outor  vault  ic  about  ono  third  of  that  cizo,  and  tho  innor 
vault  is  slightly  smaller*    In  the  office  are  housed  26'  of  bound  volumes 
and  156'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  18"  deep,  leaving  some  space 
for  expansion  on  the  present  steel  shelving.    These  records  comprise  12%, 
of  the  records  of  the  auditor,  all  the  records  of  the  board  of  finance, 
and  25%,  of  the  records  of  the  county  council.    The  outer  vault  houses, 
on  metal  shelving  which  tho  records  completely  occupy,  659'  of  bound 
volumes  and  152*  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  24"  deep— Z%  of  the 
auditor's  records,  75%  of  the  records  of  the  county  council,  and  22$ 
of  the  records  of  the  commissioners.    There  is  no  space  here  for 
additional  shelving.    No  space  likewise  is  available  in  the  inner 
vault,  in  v/hich  1164'  of  steel  shelving       occupied  by  822 1  of  bound 
volumes  and  342'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  14"  deep.  Records 
houserjjui  this  vault  comprise  8%  of  tho  records  of  the  auditor,  6Z%  of 
the  records  of  the  board  of  review,  and  51%,  of  the  records  of  the 
commissioners. 

The  basement  storage  rooms— basement  room  115,  the  auditor's 
storage  room,  and  the  auditor's  supply  room— have  concrete  floors  and 
brick  walls'  and  ceilings,  except  for  the  supply  room  in  which  the  walla 
and  ceiling  are  plaster.    The  vontilation  in  all  these  rooms  is  fair, 
but  tho  lighting  is  uniformly  good.    They  are  about  equal  in  size,  the 
average  being  approximately  the  size  of  room  115 — 22'  by  21'  by  11'. 
In  basement  room  115  are  housed  45%  of  the  reoords  of  the  auditor, 
21%  of  tho  records  of  the  assessor,  12%  of  the  records  of  the  board 
of  review,  11%  of  the  records  of  the  treasurer,  and  5%,  of  the  records 
of  the  commissioners.    Those  consist  of  655'  of  bound  volumes,  which  are 
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housed  on  wood  shelving,  completely  filling  the  latter,  but  space  is 
available  for  additional  shelving.    Twenty-six  per  cent  of  the  auditor's 
records  and  3%  of  the  assessor's  records— 230'  of  bound  and  220 1  of 
unbound  records— are  housed  in  the  auditor's  storage  room*    Ten  feet 
of  sholving  are  left  for  eiipansion,  and  beyond  that  additional  shelving 
can  be  installed.    In  the  auditor's  supply  room  is  1'  of  bound  volumes, 
comprising  less  than  1%  of  the  auditor's  records,    Host  of  the 
shelving— 134 '^  is  unoccupied.    With  the  exception  of  room  115,  all 
rooms  described  here  provide  sufficient  accommodations  for  users  of 
the  records.    Of  the  remaining  5%  of  the  auditor's  records,  1%  are 
housed  the  assessor's  basement  vault  and  the  other  4%  in  the  treasurer's 
vaults* 

Assessor 

The  assessor  occupios  six  rooms:    an  office,  a  workroom,  a  vault, 
and  a  basoment  storage  room  in  the  Crown  Point  main  courthouse,  and 
two  offices  in  the  Gary  oourthouse.    The  Crown  Point  office,  located 
on  the  second  floor,  moasuros  18 •  by  14'  by  16',  the  adjoining  work- 
room moasuros  24*  by  20'  by  18 f,  and  both  rooms  aro  woll  lightbd  and 
well  ventilated.    The  office  has  a  wood  floor  and  plaster  ceiling  and 
walls,  and  the  workroom  has  concrete  floor,  walls,  and  ceiling.  In 
the  office  12 »  of  bound  volumes— 1%  of  tho  assessor's  records— oocupy 
all  the  present  shelving,  but  additional  shelving  can  be  installed. 
In  tho  workroom  100'  of  shelving  carries  6"  of  bound  volumes,  which 
comprise  25^  of  the  records  of  the  board  of  review.    The  assessor's 
vault,  on  the  first  floor,  has  a  tile  floor,  plaster  walls,  and  plaster 
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ceiling.    Measuring  70 »  by  15*  by  18',  it  is  well  lighted  and  fairly 
well  ventilated;  it  houses  8%  of  the  assessor's  records,  comprising 
112*  of  bound  volumes  entirely  occupying  the  present  shelving.  Space 
for  additional  shelving  can  be  obtained  here*    The  assessor's  basement 
storage  room,  measuring  16'  by  15'  by  10',  is  a  well  lighted,  well 
ventilated  room  which  has  a  concrete  floor  and  brick  walls  and  ceiling. 
On  wood  shelving— 435 '  around  the  walls  and  in  the  center  of  the  room- 
are  435'  of  bound  volumes,  allowing  no  space  for  additional  shelving. 
Records  housed  here  consist  of  Z0%  of  the  assessor's  records  and  1% 
of  the  auditor's  records.    Good  accommodations  for  users  of  the  records  s 
are  provided  in  the  office,  workroom,  and  vault,  but  none  are  provided 
in  the  storage  room. 

The  Gary  offices  of  the  assessor  are  located  on  the  southeast  and 
northeast  corners  of  the  first  floor,  the  former  measuring  72'  by  27' 
by  15 »  and  the  latter  60'  by  50 »  by  18'.    Both  the  north  and  the  south 
offices  are  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated,  and  both  furnish  users 
of  the  records  with  excellent  accommodations.    The  south  office  has  a 
concrete  floor,  and  tile  walls  and  ceiling;  the  north  office,  a 
composition  floor  and  plaster  walls  and  ceiling.    The  south  office 
houses  34^  of  tho  assessor's  rocords— 302'  of  bound  volumes  and  40'  of 
unbound  records  in  file  boxes  12"  deep?  allowing  ample  space  for  expansion 
on  the  present  shelving.    The  north  office  contains  46'  of  bound  volumes 
on  a  counter  and  4'  of  unbound  records  in  a  filing  cabinot.  Those 
comprise  Z°/3  of  the  assessor's  records.    Space  can  be  obtained  in  this 
office  for  the  construction  of  shelving.     In  addition^ 21^  of  the  assessor's 
records  aro  housed  in  the  auditor's  basement  room  115,  and  Z%  in  the 
auditor's  basement  storage  room. 
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Board  of  Review 

Tho  records  of  tho  board  of  review  are  housed  in  the  auditor1 s 
inner  vault,  the  auditor's  basement  room  115,  and  the  assessor^ 
•workroom  (q*  v*,  supra)* 

Board  of  Finance 

Records  of  the  board  of  finance  are  kept  in  the  auditor's  main 
office  and  inner  vault  (q«  v*,  supra). 

Treasurer  , 

Four  rooms-- an  office,  a  vault,  and  two  basement  vaults— in  the 
Crovm  Point  main  courthouse— and  one  room  in  the  East  Chicago  city 
hall,  are  occupied  by  the  treasurer  and  his  records*    The  offico  and 
vault  at  Crov/n  Point  have  concrete  floors,  plaster  walls,  and  plaster 
ceilings,  and  are  well  ventilated  and  well  lighted*    The  office, 
measuring  65'  by  25'  by  15',  contains  1'  of  bound  volumes  on  a  desk— 1% 
of  the  treasurer's  records— and  provides  satisfactory  accommodations 
for  users  of  the  records.    The  vault  is  20'  square  and  is  equipped 
with  700'  of  steel  shelving,  on  which  aro  655'  of  bound  volumes  and 
9*  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  14"  deep*    In  this  vault,  which 
houses  52/o  of  the  treasurer's  records,  no  accommodations  for  users 
of  the  records  are  provided*    Two  vaults— the  outer  and  the  inner— are 
located  in  the  basement*    Both  vaults  have  concrete  floors  and  brick 
walls  and  coilings*    Both  vaults  are  well  lighted  and  tho  outer  vault 
is  well  ventilated,  but  ventilation  is  only  fair  in  the  inner  vault* 
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Neithor  furnishes  accommodations  for  persons  consulting  the  records. 
In  the  outer  vault,  whose  dimensions  are  21*  by  15'  by  12',  330'  of 
wooden  shelving  house..  250'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  6"  deep, 
comprising  19%  of  the  treasurer's  records,  18%  of  the  commissioners' 
records,  and  Z%  of  the  auditor's  records.     In  the  inner  vault,  which  is 
3'  less  in  length  and  width  than  the  outer  vault,  the  wooden  shelving 
is  completely  occupied  by  152'  of  bound  volumes  and  72 »  of  unbound 
records  in  file  boxes  10"  deep.    Housed  here  are  16%  of  the  treasurer's 
records,  4%  of  the  commissioners'  records,  and  1%  of  the  auditor's 
records*    Not  much  space  is  left  for  the  installation  of  additional 
shelving* 

Tho  city  treasurer's  vault,  on  the  socond  floor  of  the  East 
Chicago  city  hall,  also  houses  some  records  of  the  county  treasurer* 
Having  a  concreto  floor,  walls,  and  ceiling,  the  room  measuring  18'  by 
14 »  by  11'  is  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated,  and  provides  adequate 
accommodations  for  usors  of  the  records*    These  consist  of  2'  of  bound 
volumes  and  2'  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  24"  and  35"  deep* 
One  per  cent  of  the  treasurer's  records  are  housed  here*    The  remainder 
of  the  treasurer's  records-- ll^--aro  housed  in  the  auditor's  basement 
room  115,  at  Crown  Point* 

Superintendent  of  Schools 

On  the  south  side  of  the  second  floor  of  the  Crown  Point  main 
courthouse  is  a  large  room,  40'  by  30*  by  20',  occupied  by  the  super- 
intendent of  schools*    This  room,  constructed  with  a  concrete  floor  and 
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plaster  walls  and  ceiling*  is  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated,  and 
provides  excellent  accommodations  for  users  of  the  records.    On  wood 
and  steel  shelving  are  housed  36*  of  bound  volumes  and  24 1  of  unbound 
records  in  file  boxes  14"  deep,  some  space  for  expansion  being  left  on 
tho  presont  shelving.    All  the  records  of  the  superintendent  of  schools 
are  housed  hore. 

Health  Commissioner 

In  the  Crown  Point  main  courthouse,  the  offices  of  the  health 
commissioner,  on  the  south  side  of  the  first  floor,  and  the  county 
nurse,  on  the  second  floor,  house  the  records  of  the  health  commissioner. 
Tho  health  commissioner's  \  office,  well  ventilated  and  well  lighted, 
measures  14 1  by  51  by  14';  it  has  a  concrote  floor,  plaster  walls,  and 
plaster  ceiling.     On  163'  of  shelving  are  housod  3'  of  bound  volumes 
and  GO'  of  miscellaneous  materin.l— 60%    of  the  hoalth  commissioners 1 
records.    Tho  other  40/a  are  housod  in  tho  office  of  the  county  nurse, 
a  room  22*  square,  which  has  a  concrete  floor,  wooden  .vails,  and 
plaster  ceiling,  and  is  well  ventilated  and  fairly  well  lighted.  It 
is  equipped  with  57'  of  woodon  shelving,  on  which  are  20'  of  unbound 
records  in  file  boxes  11"  and  16"  deep,  and  20'  of  miscellaneous 
material.    Good  accommodations  for  users  of  the  records  are  providod 
in  the  health  commissioners!  office  and  none  at  all  in  the  county 
nurse's  office. 

Board  of  Public  Yrelfare 

Records  of  the  board  of  public  vrelfare  are  housod  in  the  clerk's 
main  vault  (q.  v.,  supra). 
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Surveyor 

A  record  room  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Crown  Point  main  courthouse 
and  an  office  on  the  northwest  corner  of  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Gary 
courthouse  house  the  records  of  the  surveyor.    The  Crown  Point  record 
room,  measuring  9'  by  6'  by  141,  has  brick  floor  and  walls  and  a  plaster 
coiling;  lighting  and  ventilation  are  only  fair.    Thirty-six  feet  of 
bound  volumes  and  72*  of  unbound  records  in  file  boxes  14"  deep  fill 
the  wood  and  metal  shelving^ and  no  space  is  provided  for  additional 
shelving,    llo  accommodations  are  provided  for  users  of  the  records. 

Tho  Gary  office  of  tiio  surveyor,  measuring  50'  by  40'  by  101,  has 
a  composition  floor  and  plaster  walls  and  ceiling.    Yfell  ventilated 
and  well  lighted,  the  offico  is  in  good  condition  and  is  equipped  with 
53'  of  shelving  on  which  are  12'  of  bound  volumos,  14 »  of  unbound 
rooords  in  a  filing  cabinot,  and  a  quantity  of  maps  and  plans  filod 
in  tubes,  allowing  ample  space  for  expansion.    Good  accommodations 
aro  provided  in  this  office  for  users  of  the  records.  Seventy-two 
per  cont  of  the  surveyor's  records  are  housed  in  the  record  room  at 
Crown  Point,  and  28%  in  the  office  at  Gary. 

Highway  Supervisor 

On  the  first  floor  of  the  Crown  Point  main  courthouse  is  the  office 
of  the  highway  supervisor,  a  moderately  sized  room,  well  lighted  and 
well  ventilated,  whose  dimensions  arc  2G*  by  20 1  by  15' •    This  office, 
which  has  a  concrote  floor,  plaster  walls,  and  plaster  ceiling,  houses 
all  the  records  of  the  highway  supervisor.    These  records  consist  of 
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101  of  bound  volumes  and  10 »  of  unbound  rocords  in  file  boxes  30"  deep, 
all  of  which  completely  occupy  the  present  shelving.  Additional 
shelving,  howevery  can  be  installed.    Sufficient  accommodations  are 
provided  hore  for  users  of  the  records. 

Agricultural  Agent 

The  agricultural  agent  occupies  an  office  in  the  basement  of  the 
Crown  Point  criminal  courthouse,  a  room  measuring  24 f  by  22 1  by  10 f* 
The  floor,  ceiling,  and  7/alls  of  the  room  are  concrete,  and  its 
ventilation  and  lighting  are  good*    All  the  records  of  the  agricultural 
agent— for  which,  at  the  present  time,  no  specific  details  are 
obtainable— are  housed  here*    Accommodations  provided  for  users  of 
the  records  are  adequate* 

Review 

Since  there  are  five  courthouses  in  Lake  County  and  a  majority 
of  the  records  housed  in  each  refer  directly  to  that  portion  of  the 
county  in  which  they  are  located,  housing  problems  of  each  courthouse 
must  bo  treated  individually.    There  are  not  many  suggestions  -which 
can  bo  made;  housing  conditions,  taken  as  a  whole,  are  highly  satisfactory, 
and  the  chief  problem  seems  to  be  a  need  for  additional  shelving* 

In  the  Crown  Point  main  courthouse,  additional  shelving  is  needed 
in  the  assessor* s  vault,  the  surveyor's  record  room,  and  the  highway 
supervisor's  office*    The  clerk's  records  in  the  Crown  Point  criminal 
courthouse  would  be  housed  better  if  an  additional  storage  room  were 
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provided  for  thorn,  and  this  step  is  recommended.    In  the  Gary  courthouse, 
shelving  should  be  installed  in  the  coronorfs  office  and  the  assessors 
north  office.    Shelving  also  is  needod  in  the  clerk1 s  storage  room  2 
of  the  Hammond  courthouse.    It  is  recommended  that  when  shelving  is 
constructed  in  the  above  offices,  an  amount  adequate  for  five  years  of 
future  records  be  installed.     It  vri.ll  be  noted  in  this  essay  that 
accommodations  for  users  of  the  records  are  not  provided  in  certain 
rooms.    This  is  inescapable,  as  in  most  cases  it  is  due  to  a  lack  of 
space,  and  sinoo  the  records  in  these  roams  are  housed  properly  and 
accommodations,  as  a  rule,  are  furnished  in  an  adjoining  room,  no 
recommendations  are  made  for  the  corroction  of  this  condition. 
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The  Stylo  Manual  of  the  United  States  Government  Printing  Office 
is  the  authority  followed  herein.

I •  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 

The  board  of  commissioners  is  a  statutory  body  comprising  three 
members  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years.    Elections  are  so  arranged 
that  one  member  shall  retire  each  year.    The  county  is  divided  into 
three  districts  from  each  of  which  one  member  must  bo  electdd  by  the 
electorate  of  the  entire  county  (1  Ind.  Stat.  1852;  Acts  1929;  Burns  Ind, 
Stat.  Ann.  1933,  26-601,  26-602,  26-603.) 

Lake  County  has  had  a  board  of  commissioners  from  its  creation, 
as  provided  for  in  the  Acts  of  1816  (ch.  14,  sec.  2),  and  the  Constitu- 
tion of  1851.     (Ind.  Const*,  art.  6,  sec.  10;  1  Ind.  Stat.  1852,  1929; 
Burns  1933  Stat.,  26-601.) 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Lake  County  is  1837. 
All  records  of  this  office  are  located  in  the  courthouse  «in  Crown  Point, - 
unless  othe/wise  stated. 

The  board  was  intended  to  be  the  administrative  and  executive 
head  of  the  county.     Its  powers  were  extensive  and  often  abused.  In 
1899  the  county  council  (q.v.)  was  created  as  a  check  upon  the 
commissioners  in  fiscal  matters.     (Acts  1899;  Burns  ibid.,  26-501, 
26-515,  26-529,  26-532,  26-533.) 

The  board  of  commissioners  is  a  corporate  body  with  powers  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  and  possessing  duties,  rights,  and  powers  incident  to 
corporations  (1  Ind.  Rev.  Stat.  1852;  Burns,  ibid.,  26-606).     It  meets 
in  regular  session  every  month  on  the  first  Monday  and  in  special 
sessions  as  called  by  the  county  auditor,  its  ex-officio  clerk  (Acts 
1863;  Burns,  ibid.,  26-607). 
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Its  principal  functions:    Control  of  county  property,  allowance 
of  claims  against  county  (1  Ind.  Rev.  Stat,  1852;  Burn3  ibid.,  26-620), 
letting  of  county  contracts,  supervision  of  contracts  of  maintenance 
of  roads  and  bridges  (Acts  1905;  Burns  ibid.,  36-1301),  and  the 
preparation  of  annual  budget  estimates.     (Acts  1899;  Burns  ibid., 
26-516.)     It  appoints  many  county  officials  and  exercises  the  right  of 
eminent  domain  (Acts  1899;  Burns  ibid.,  26-2101  to  26-2106).  Other 
powers,  in  specific  instances,  have  been  conferred  upon  the  board  by 
the  legislature;  chiefly  abolition  or  change  of  township  or  precinct 
boundary  lines  (Acts  1859;  Burns  ibid.,  26-701),  establishment  of 
libraries  (1  Ind.  Rev.  Stat.  1852;  Burns  ibid.,  41-5021)  and  hospitals 
(Aots  1903;  Bums  ibid.,  22-3201),  payment  of  bounties,  offering  of 
rewards  (Acts  1875;  Burns  ibid.,  26-1101),  and  aid  to  war  veterans. 

The  commissioners,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  were  constituted  a 
board  of  turnpike  directors,  by  an  act  of  1879,  for  the  management  and 
control  of  all  free  turnpikes  in  the  county.    Each  director  had 
personal  supervision  of  one  district.    Their  powers  are  to  appoint  suit- 
able persons  to  supervise  the  work  of  repairs;  contract  for  labor 
and  materials;  enter  upon  the  lands  to  take  gravel,  and  to  give  certifi- 
cates of  paymont;  and  to  appoint  a  clerk  of  the  board  (Acts  1879,  p.  226). 
An  act  of  1905  made  the  county  auditor  the  clerk  of  the  board.  (Acts 
1905,  pp.  521-579.) 

This  board  was  abolished  in  1915,  and  the  highways  were  placed  in 
charge  of  a  superintendent  of  highways  appointed  by  the  commissioners. 
(Acts  1913,  oh.  330,  seo.  1,  p.  877.) 
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This  office  was  likewise  abolished  twenty  years  later,  and  super- 
vision of  highways  was  transferred  to  the  surveyor  (q»v. ),  in  case  the 
commissioners  have  not  appointed  a  highway    supervisor  (q.v. )•  (Acta 
1933;  Burns  ibid.,  36-1101  to  36-1109.)

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In  1899  the  legislature  created  the  county  council.    This  council 
consists  of  seven  members  who  are  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years 
and  must  be  resident  freeholders  of  the  county.    One  member  is  elected 
from  each  of  the  four  councilmanic  districts  by  the  voters  of  the  dis- 
trict, and  three  members  are  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  county  at 
large.    The  council  elects  its  own  president  and  the  auditor  acts  as 
its  clerk.    The  sheriff  is  required  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  council. 
(Acts  1899;  Burns  1933  Stat.,  1933,  26-501,  26-502,  26-509,  26-515, 
26-532.) 

The  inception  date  of  this  board  in  Lake  County  is  1899*  All 
records  of  this  office  are  located  in  the  courthouse  in  Crown  Point, 
unless  otherwise  stated. 

The  regular  annual  meeting  is  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 

the  first  Monday  of  September  for  the  purposes  of  fixing  the  tax  rate, 

of  imposing  the  tax  levy,  and  of  making  appropriations  (Acts  1899; 

1931;  Burns  1933  Stat.,  26-507),  and  oontinues  from  day  to  day  until 

its  business  is  completed,   (Acts  1899;  burns  1933  Stat.,  26-508). 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  auditor  or  a  majority  of  the 

members  (Acts  1899;  1931- Burns  1933  Stat.  26-507).    Sessions  must  be 

j 

public  (Acts  1899;  Burns  1933  Stat.,  26-508).    Although  a  majority  of 
the  council  constitutes  a  quorum,  the  passage  of  ordinances  recuires 
a  majority  of  all  members;  and  extra- ordinary  majorities  are  required 
by  law  in  certain  instances; (Acts  1899;  Burns  1933  Stat.  26-511):  a 
three-fourths'  vote  to  increase  or  insert  an  item  in  the  budget  esti- 
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mates  submitted  by  the  county  agencies  through  the  auditor  (Acts  1899;

The  power  of  fixing  the  tax  rate  where  it  i s  not  fixed  by  law,  is 
vested  exclusively  in  the  council,  likewise  the  power  of  making  appro- 
priations of  money  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  (Acts  1699;

The  council  passes  on  all  budget  estimates  submitted  by  county 
officials  (Acts  18S9;  Burns  1933  Stat.,  26-520),  as  well  as  emergency

The  council  has  the  exclusive  power  to  authorize  the  borrowing 
of  money  for  the  oounty  and  the  issuing  of  bonds  (Acts  1899,  1921, 
1929;  Burns  1933  Stat.,  26-532).    No  sale  or  purchase  by  the  county 
of  real  estete  of  the  value  of  $1,000  or  more  shall  be  made  without 
authorisation  by  the  council  (Acts  1899;  Burns  1933  Stat.,  26-534.)

III.  CLERK 


The  clerk  of  the  cirouit  oourt,  commonly  referred  to  as  "oounty 
clerk",  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  four-year  term, 
and  not  entitled  to  hold  offioe  more  than  eight  years  of  any  twelve- 
year  poriod,    (Ind.  Const.,  art.  6,  3eo.  2;  Bums  1933  Stat.,  49-2701.) 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Lake  County  is  1837. 

Elected  as  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  the  incumbent  of  the  office 
also  serves,  by  statutory  provisions,  as  clerk  of  any  and  all  county 
courts  and  a3  such  is  required  to  keep  a  set  of  dockets  and  records 
for  all  oourts.     (2  Ind.  Rev.  Stat.  1852;  Burns,  ibid.,  49-2706.) 

In  addition  to  his  oourt  duties,  numerous  other  duties  are  imposed 

\ 

upon  the  clerk  by  statute.    Ho  serves  exofficio  as  registration  officer 
for  tho  county  and  as  a  member  of  the  various  county  election  boards 
(Acts  1933;  Burns,  ibid.,  29-306).    In  discharging  his  election  duties 
ho  is  required  to  keop  rooords  of  all  eleotions  in  the  oounty  (Acts  1905 
Burns,  ibid.,  29-1404),  issue  certificates  of  eleotion    to  successful 
candidates  (Aots  1881;  Burns,  ibid.,  29-1501),  and  act  as  olerk  to  the 
commissioners  appointed  by  the  circuit  oourt  to  make  a  recount  in  con- 
tested elections  (Aots  1881  spoc.  sess.;  Burns,  ibid.,  29-2103) • 

Other  important  duties  of  the  clerk  are  the  issuance  of  marriage 
licenses  (Acts  1852;  Burns,  ibid.,  44-201);  of  professional  licenses 
such  as  physicians'  (Acts  1897;  Burns,  ibid.,  63-1502),  dentists'  (Acts 
1913;  Burns,  ibid.,  63-506),  optometrists'   (Acts  1907;  Burns,  ibid., 
63-1009),  and  nurses'  (Acts  1905;  Burns,  ibid.,  63-903  )  licenses;

IV.  PROSECUTING  ATTORNEY  66 

The  office  of  prosecuting  attorney  was  created  by  the  Constitution. 
This  officer  is  elected  at  the  regular  election  for  a  term  of  two  years. 
(Ind.  Const.,  Art.  7,  Sec.  11;  2  Rev.  Stat.;  Burns  1933  Stat.,  49-2501.) 
Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1651,  the  office  of  prosecuting  attorney 
was  in  existence  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution  of  1816. 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Lake  County  is  1837.  All 
records  are  located  in  the  Criminal  Court  Bldg.  in  Crown  Point,  unless 
otherwise  stated. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  prosecutor  to  inquire  of  the  commissioners 
about  any  felony  or  misdemeanor,  end  subpoena  and  examine  any  person 
likely  to  be  acquainted  with  the  commission  of  any  felony  or  misdemeanor 
(2  Rev.  Stat.;  Burns  1933  Stat.,  49-2503). 

He  conducts  all  prosecutions  for  felonies  or  misdemeanors  in  Lake 
County,  all  suits  on  forfeited  recognizances,  resists  applications  for 
changing  names,  protects  the  interest  of  all  persons  of  unsound  mind, 
and  superintends  on  behalf  of  the  county  or  any  of  its  trust  funds, 
all  suits  in  which  they  may  be  interested  or  involved,  and  performs 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  law  (2  Rev.  Stat.  1852;  Burns 
1933  Stat.,  49-2504). 

Prosecuting  attorneys  are  neither  state,  county  nor  township 
officers  (State  ex  rel.  Pitman  vs.  Tucker,  46    Ind.  335),  but  their 
office  in  each  county  is  a  county  office.

VII.    COMMON  PLEAS  COURT 

The  common  pleas  court  was  established  by  an  act  of  1852.  he 
judges  were  elected  at  regular  elections  for  terms  of  four  years. 

The  common  pleas  court  had  jurisdiction  in  matters  relating  to 
probate  of  wills;  appointment  of  guardians  for  persons  of  unsound 
mind  and  other  disabilities;  in  matters  relating  to  executors  and 
administrators;  in  civil  matters  ranging  from  fifty  to  one  thousand 
dollars  except  oases  of  -slander,  libel,  breach  of  marriage  c ontract, 
and  action  of  official  bond,  or  where  the  title  of  real  estate  shall 
be  in  issue;  and  oriminal  jurisdiction  in  cases  which  are  not  felonies 
and  which  are  not  triable  by  a  justice  of  the  peace.     (2  Rev.  Stat.

The  inception  date  of  this  court  in  Lake  bounty  is  1853.  All 
records  are  looated  in  the  courthouse  in  Crown  Point, unless  otherwise 
stated .

IX.  RECORDER 
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The  recorder  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  four-year 
term.    He  is  nominated  in  the  primary  and  elected  in  the  regular 
election,  and  is  not  eligible  to  hold  office  for  more  than  eight  years 
in  any  twelve-year  period  (ind.  Const.,  art.  6,  sec  2;  1  Rev.  Stat. 
1852;  Acts  1901;  Bums  1933  Stat.,  49-3201). 

The  inception  ^ate  of  this  office  in  Lake  County  is  1837. 
All  records  of  this  office  are  located  in  the  courthouse  in  Crown  Point 
unless  otherwise  stated. 

It  is  the  recorder's  duty  to  enter  upon  the  hooks  of  his  office  at 
the  time  they  are  executed,  all  satisfactions,  cancelations,  and  assign- 
ments, of  whatever  kinds,  attest  the  release  of  mortgages,  leases,  or 
other  instruments  required  by  law  to  be  recorded,  record  every  convey- 
ance or  other  instrument  entitled  and  required  by  law  to  be  recorded,  to 


keep  special  records  of  cemetery  deeds,  cemetery  associations,  farm  naaes, 
chattel  mortgages,  and  miscellaneous  instruments.

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Prior  to  1873  the  school  system  in  the  tovaiships  and  the  county 
was  conducted  by  various  bodies  which  date  back  to  1818.     They  consisted 
of  a  congressional  township  superintendent  of  schools,  township  school 
trustees,  and  a  county  school  commissioner . 

By  an  act  of  1873,  a  county  board  of  education  was  created.  The 
board  was  comprised  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  the  town- 
ship trustees  of  the  county,  and  the  school  trustee  of  each  city  and 
town  of  the  county. 

By  an  act  of  1877  the  membership  of  the  board  was  changed  to  con- 
sist of  the  superintendent  of  sohools,  the  township  trustees,  and  the 
chairman  of  school  trustees  of  each  city  and  town. 

The  inception  date  of  this  board  in  Lake  County  is  1873. 

The  duties  of  the  board  are  to  take  care  of  the  general  needs  of 
the  schools,  maintenance  of  school  property,  and  purcliase  of  furniture, 
books,  maps,  charts,  and  other  supplies.     Its  powers  also  include  appoint- 
ment of  a  county  attendance  officer  upon  the  nomination  of  the  county 
superintendent,  and  approval  of  appointment  of  on  agricultural  agent 
(q.v.).    The  board  also  may  purchase  textbooks  from  publishers  and  sell 
them  to  pupils  at  cost.     (Acts  1873,  1877;  Bums  1933  Stat.,  28-801.)

XIX.     SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
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In  1873,  by  legislative  enactment,  the  office  of  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  was  created.     This  officer  is  elected  by  the 
tov.nship  trustees  and  serves  for  a  term  of  four  years.     The  candidate 
must  have  had  five  years  of  successful  experience  as  a  teacher  in  the 
public  schools,  and  at  the  time  of  his  election  he  must  hold  a 
superintendent's  license.    He  must  give  bond  for  five  thousand  dollars. 
(Acts  1873;  Burns  1S33  Stat.,  28-702). 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Lake  County  is  1873.  All 
records  of  this  office  are  located  in  the  courthouse  in  Crown  Point, 
unless  otherwise  stated. 

The  superintendent  exercises  general  supervision  of  the  schools  of 
Lake  County.    He  visits  schools  while  they  are  in  session,  conducts 
teacher's  institutes,  and  calls  meetings  of  teachers  of  Lake  County 
schools  once  each  month  in  the  school  year.    He  makes  out  the  basis  of 
apportionment  of  school  revenues  from  the  enumeration.    He  presides 
over  the  county  board  of  education  and  receives  applications  for 
school  aid  relief.     (Acts  1933;  Burns,  1933  Stat.,  28-901  to  28-911).

XXIII.    HIGHWAY  SUPERVISOR 

Acoads,  from  pioneer  times,  were  under  local  supervision.  From 
1879  to  1933 the  county  commissioners  constituted  a  board  of  turn- 
pike directors,  serving  as  supervisors,  each  in  his  own  district.  In 
IS 13  the  county  highways  were  placed  in  charge  of  a  superintendent  of 
highways,  who  was  appointed  by  the  county  commissioners  for  a  term  of 
four  years,^.    Some  records  bear  his  name  and  title,    This  office  was 
established  in  1913  (Acts  1913,  ch.  350,  sec.  lj),  and  abolished  l.'^arch 
1,  1933;  and  the  power  and  duties  given  to  the  surveyor.  (Acts  1933 
Burns  1933  Stat.,  36-1113.) 

In  order  to  provide  for  necessary  supervision  in  counties  warranting 
more  attention  then  the  surveyor  can  give,  tho  board  of  county  commission' 
ors  has  tho  right  to  employ,  at  its  optior ,  a  highway  supervisor  (Acts 
1933;  Burns  1933  Stat.,  3C-1110).    The  board  of  commissioners  of  Lake 
County  has  appointod  a  soparate  highway  supervisor. 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Lake  County  is  1933,  All 
records  of  this  office  are  located  in  the  courthouse  in  Crown  Point, 
unless  otherwise  stated. 

The  highway  supervisor  oversees  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  all 
highways,  bridges,  and  culverts  of  the  county,  and  has  the  authority  to 
fix  the  limits  of  loads  carried  over  them.    It  is  his  duty  to  see  that 
the  mail  routes  are  kept  open.    Ke  must  attend  the  annual  road  school 
at  Purdue  University,     (Acts  1933;  Burns  1933  Stat.,  36-1101  to  36-1110.)

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The  office  of  agricultural  agent  was  created  by  the  legislature 
in  1915.    The  act  provides  that  this  office  shall  come     into  exist- 
ence whenovor  twenty  or  more  residents  of  a  county  who  are  actively 
interested  in  agriculture  and  domestic'    science,  file  a  petition  with  the 
county  board  of  education.    The  petition  is  then  presented  to  the  county 
council,  which  must  provide  appropriation  for  a  salary  and  expenses  for 
maintenance  of  this  office.    The  board  of  education  then  applies  to 
Purdue  University  for  the  appointment  of  an  agricultural  agent.  Guch 
appointment: is  subject  to  the  approval  of  both  county  and  state  boards 
of  education,  and  is  made  annually,  but  reappointments  may  be  made  for 
two-year  terms.    The  state  also  contributes,  through  the  university, 
part  of  this  officer's  salary  from  the  state  educational  fvr.ds.  Both 
salary  and  expense  accounts  must  be  approved  by  Purdue  University  before 
payment  by  the  county.  (Acts  1913,  1923,  1927;  Burns,  28-4911.) 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Lake  County  is  1914. 

The  duties  of  the  agricultural  agent,  under  the  supervision  of 
Purdue  University,  include  cooperation  with  movements  for  advancement 
of  agriculture,  farmers'  institutes  and  clubs;  giving  advice  to  farmers 
on  practical  farm  problems;  conducting  farm  demonstrations  and  boys' 
and  girls'  clubs  and  contests;  and  aiding  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  in  furnishing  practical  education  in  agriculture  and  domestic, 
science  (ibid.). 

By  an  act  of  1931,  the  home  demonstration  agent,  who  is  suppler cntal 
to  the  county  agent,  was  created  (Acts  1931,  Burns,  28-5627).
